Heavy Losses for the City. 

“ Owing to the higher prices paid the Cum- 
mings Foundry company without any con- 
tract during 1908 and 1900 the city was a 
loser on hydrant stems alone to the extent 
of about $8,250, as compared with what the 
cost would. have been at the 1907 contract 
rate. Losses‘ on other items during this 
period as compared with the contract prices 
of 1907 were approximately as foliows: Hy- 
Grant bottome, $2,300; hydrant tops, $2,200;

What followed after the death of the great 
Corvinus is also characteristic of the his- 
tory of Hungary, for he left no heir and zhe 
crown of Hungary was finally handed to the 
king of Poland, who was also king of Bo- 
hemia. And it was the son of this same 
king who fell in the memorable battle of 
Mohacs when there perished many an il!us- 
trious son of the Magyars before the Turks. 
But the history of Hungary is a complicated 
story and our immediate destinati.®. is Buda- 
pest. 

For two hours beyond Komorn the river 
winds in long graceful curves through a 
broad, open country, all apparently under 
intense cultivation. It is a prosperous.

We are constantly pass- 
ing big, long, trim looking steel barges drawn 
by powerful side-wheel tugs.

ae river broadens and becomcs more im- 
posing, Suggestive of the Mississipi at St.

THREE CASES PENDING, 


Denial Made That the Former 
Army Officer Failed: to 
Turn Over Funds. 


Washington, D. C., Nov.-15.— Special.}— 
The ahewers of Judge Christian C. Koblisaat 
of the United States Circuit court for the 
Northern district of Illinois and also of Capt. 
‘Oberlin M. Carter to the rule of the United 

States Supreme court directing that cause be 
hown why the prayer of the department of 
ustice should not be granted to prohibit the 
‘payment of additional counsel fees in the 
Carter case, today*were filed in the Supreme 
‘court, - 

This is one of the three cases pending be- 
‘fore that tribunal in the Carter matter. The 
‘eppeal of the government and the cross ap- 
‘peal of Carter in the main case have been 
‘merged for argument on Jan. 10 and the ac- 
‘tion in which ‘the responseg were returned 
today is an “ original “ one on the docket of 
the court, growing out of the payment of 
counsel fees during icine pendency of the main 
case before the Supreme court. 

The answer of Judge Kohlsaat, filed today, 
‘admits that about May 28, 1909, Capt. Carter 
applied to the court for an allowance to cover 
his liability growing out of attorneys’ fees 
and expenses thereafter to accrue by reason 
of the appeal to the Supreme court and not 
-oovered by the orders of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals already entered. 

Doesn’t. Recall Giving Opinion. 

Judge Kohlsaat states that he does not re- 
call ever having expressed, or even enter- 
tained, an opinion as to the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit court in the premises, but is and has 
been of the opinion that the question of 
jurisdiction would be disposed of by the court 
‘whenever Carter presents a petition for al- 
lowances showing he had incurred liabilities 
for expenses and attorneys’ fees growing out 
of the appeal to the Supreme court. 

It was not the intention of the Circuit court, 
says Judge Kohisaat, to express his opinion 
as to the jurisdiction, or as to the rights of 
Carter for further allowances, but it was the 
court's opinion that Carter had not presented 
such a petition as would cnable the court to 
entertain it and to make allowance irrespect- 
ive of the question of jurisdiction. Judge 
Kohisaat said that the petition of Carter was 
premature and while it is true that the gov- 
ernment set up the question of jurisdiction, 
the question had not been passed upon by the 
court. 

If the application for an sllowance of fees 
is not prohibited it will be brought before the 
court for jurisdiction, says Judge Kohlsaat's 
anewer, and in conclusion he aske for “a 
ruling on the question of jurisdiction.” 


Says Petition Was Premature. 


John B. Daish of Washington, attorney for 
Carter, and a respondent in the case, today 
filed with the Supreme court a “ suggestion "’ 
that the petition of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, seeking a writ to prohibit Judge 
Kohlisaat from entertaining jurisdiction and 
also to prevent Carter, his agents and attor- 
neys, from proceeding in the premises be- 
fore Judge Kohisaat has been. prematurely 
filed. Grounds for this contention are that it 
has not been shown that the complainant has 
yet appeared in the Cireult:.court and filed 
a plea to its jurisdiction for an allowance on 
account of counsel fees and that said pia to 
jurisdiction has not denied.

Everybody in America who has witnessed 4@ per- 
formance of Gilbert and Sullivan's comic opera “Io- 
lanthe,” or who has taken part in its représentation 
as an amateur, will recall the boast which the lord 
chancellor makes therein of his despotic powers over 
all young people who happen to be wards in chancery, 
an@ of the terrible punishments reserved for those 
who disobey him in the matter. While the playwright 
has made this a subject for ridicule, # is far from 
being a joke tn England, for recently it has been shown 
again that not only young girls, but even young men, 
who decline to defer to the wishes of their parents, in 
the case of marriage, flirting, or even other matters, 
can be deprived of their liberty and thrown into jail 
under that terribly elastic charge of “contempt of 
court” by the august occupant of the woolsack, or by 
one of the judges of the high court whom he may 
delegate to act for him in the matter. 

The other day a widow of wealth, upon finding 
that she had some difficulty In controlling the actions 
of her 17 year old son, determined to clip his wings 
in an effective manner, so she made a settlement of 
$500 upon him, nominating two trustees to administer 
the settlement. Almost before the ink was dry of 
her signature to the decuments she instituted pro- 
ceedings in the court of chancery—that is to say, in 
the lord chancellor’s court—on the pretext that she 
was dissatisfied with the conduct of the trustees, and 
petitioned that the fund of $500 should be administered 
instead by the court‘of chancery, and her son be made 
a ward thereof. This petition was, as usual with 
guch applications, granted without diffeulty, and 
everything relating to the lad and to his property 
became from thenceforth a matter of immediate con- 
oern to the court. 

His conduct continuing to be wild, he was brought 
to the wytice of the court, which repeatedly admon- 
ished him severely, and when at length his mother dis- 
covered that the boy, under 20, had married, without 
the consent of the court, a girl a few months his 
junior, she appealed to the lord high chancellor to 
have the young couple, as well as the clergyman who 
performed the ceremony, committed to prison fér con- 
tempt of court. Husband and wife duly were arrested, 
and, while the girl, after some days of deten‘ion, was 
released on its being ascertained that she had been 
ignorant of the fact that her husband was @ ward in 
chancery and a minor, the young man still remains in 
ail. ~ 
In this connection Sir Thomas Warrington, the 
judge of the Supreme court appointed to deal with 
the case, thoroughly established the lew in the mat- 
ter, and made it clear that the protection of the lord 
chancellor coulda be sought in a similar manner by 
any parents when thelr daughter becomes the object 
of attentions to which she is inclined to lend an ear, 
but which they consider undesirable, All that the 
father and mother have to do is to settle a sm 
sum of money on.the girl and name trustees; then 
to have the court of chancery take over the trustee- 
ship from the trustees, converting the girl into a ward 
of chancery. If they then find that the suitor who 
48 objectionable to them still continues to render him- 
self agreeable to their daughter, and that there is 
any danger of his securing her hand, all they have 
to do Is to-appeal to the court to admonish the man. 
If he disobeys this admonition, and still persists in 
his attentions, the court can and will cause his arrest 
and his consignment to prison for a term of six days, 
six weeks, six months, or even six years, if it sees fit, 
as a penalty for contempt of court. If the offender 
happens to be a peer the lord high chancellor has 
the right to sequester his property in the case of an 
aggravated contempt. 

—— 

The value of the’ property by means of which the 
young person is made a ward of the court, the 
lusive: character of the suit by which the trusteeship 
is transferred from the original trustees to the lord 
high chancellor, and even the wishes of one of the 
parents are all irrelevant. The authority of the lord 
high chancello? is supreme, overriding that of one or 
both of the parents and guardians, and his powers in 
the matter are, as intimated by Sir William 8. Gilbert 
in “Iolanthe,” altogether despotic. It would be in- 
teresting to khow. whether the courts of law In the 
various states of America would be willing to come 
to the réscue of parents In a similar fashion; in order 
to clip the wingS of wayward lads and girls, particu- 
larly when they happen to be love stricken. 

I may add@ that, when the new Lord Selby sufféred 
several months’ imprisonment last year for carrying off 
his little girl to Sweden, it was not because he had 
disobeyed any’ judgment of the court: of divorce, but 
merely because his daughter happened te be a ward 
of chancery. He had been - separated Pag his’ wife 
some years previously, not judicially nor through a 
decision of the divorce court, but merely by a private 
agreement drawn up by his and her lawyers. Both 
had stipulated that the young daughter of the mar- 
riage should be made a ward in chancery—that is to 
say, of the lord high chancellor.

Mr. Perkins indicated the repert will show 
that the Libby building. which cost $160.000 
in 1896, could not be constructed for a figure 
less than that of a building of the same capac- 
ity at this time.
